Mr. Coolidge pointed out that after eight years of applying 
b usiness methods to the federal government, extravagances and 
useless expenditures liave b een eliminated, to the extent that three 
reductions have b eep made4« rtax rates and nearly $7,000,000,000 
has b een cut off from tne tfarlonal deb t. 
Quoting his statement: “ It would b e a great mistake to sup­ 
pose that we can continue our national prosperity with the at­ 
tendant b lessings which it confers upon the people, unless we con­ 
tinue to insist upon constructive economy in government. 
The 
margin b etween prosperity and depression is always very small. 
A decrease of less than 10 per cent in our national income would 
produce a deficit in the present b udget. 
“The costs of state and local governments are rapidly mount­ 
ing. 
From $3,9 00,000,000 in 19 21, the National Industrial Con­ 
ference Board estimates that they reached $7,9 31,000,000 in 19 27. 
This is such a heavy drain on the earnings of the people that it is 
the greatest menace to the continuance of prosperity. It is a red 
flag warning us of the danger of depression and a repetition of 
the disaster which overtook the country in the days of 19 20.“

So far as it can without undue meddling, the United States 
government is Koiog to help*the government of Mexico put down 
the reb ellion, says the Duluth Herald. 
At the request of th<* Mexican authorities, the war depart­ 
ment has agreed to sell to Mexico whut war materials it can spare. 
At the same time an emb argo was placed on the shipment of air­ 
planes into Mexico b ecause the Mexican government is supplied 
with them and the reb els have none. 
This leaves no question where the official sympathy of this 
country goes. Jt goes to the government that got its power in an 
orderly, constitutional manner, and not to the element that would 
seize power b y disorderly and lawless methods. 
Though the reb els are catering to the church vote b y talking 
religious freedom, the reb ellion is very clearly not religious. 
Neither is it Economic, except as greed is an economic factor. 
It 
seems very largely a militarist scheme b y which hungry generals 
seek access to the pub lic treasury. 
The manner in which one reb el general scuttled out of Mon 
terey with $345,000 in gold from the local b ranch of the Bank of 
Mexico serves to illustrate the spirit of the revolt.
